There would be just ns uiucu 
in summoning Boies Pen 
rose to write the next Democratic 
National platform. 

The prohibition amendment shouh. 
be framed by its friends, not it. 
enemies, whether those enemies be 
open or concealed. Its poBflBgi 
through the Legjslnturc should be 
in charge of those who want to sec 
it adopted, nnd not by those who 
would like to see it beaten 100,000 
vole*. 

There has never been nnythim; 
so palpable as this trick of tin 
liquor interests to get control of a 
Legislature that is to submit an 
rmendment which they hope to beat ! 
There is nothing about it thut sav 
ors of candor or honor; all ubout 
it is that malodorous record of de 
ception and dishonesty that ha- 
marked the course of this sinister 
crew in Kentucky politics for 20 
years. 

The story of the Hutchcrnft law 
and the Anti-Shipping bill in the 
lust Legislature is sufficient warn- 
ing for the coming Legislature not 
to repent its folly. 

A law, framed by Prohibitionists 
nnd having for its purpose the clos- 
ing of saloons in Covington and 
Newport on Sunday was defeated 
under orders of the Administration 
and the notorious Hutchcraft sub- 
stitute, endorsed by wTiisky politic- 
ians, whisky lobbyists and whiskv 
members of the Legislature, wa<= 
passed.

DECREASE IN NEWSPAPERS 

The gradual decline in the num- 
ber of newspapers in the I'nited 
States is the subject of the lend- 
ing editorial in n recent issue oi 
the Saturday Evening Post. Al- 
though the comment refers mostly 
to daily newspapers, the decrease 
in weekly newspapers is probably 
nlmost ns grent. This is what the 
Post says: 

"For twenty years the number 
of newspapers and periodicnls in 
the I'nited States has been steadily 
declining, relatively fo population. 
In the liixt decade or so the number 
of dnily newspapers hns notably 
decreased. A contemporary reports- 
that, though the population of the 
i 14 lnrgest cities in Michigan has 
I doubled, the number of daily news- 
papers hns fallen from 12 to 23. 
"No doubt like causes have pro- 
j dueed n like effect elsewhere. Quite 
, recently connoldintions of d.iilie- 
in first-class cities have attfa< ted 
i nttention. The number of consider- 
J nblc cities with no morning piper 
and of .still UggAl |ilnc i-s only 
one morning paper appears to in- 
crensfc. Within our recollection, 
live morning papers have disap- 
peared -from Chicago, though the 
population of the city has mud: 
more than doubled. 

"The cause, of cnunsc, is the 
steadily increasing cost of estab- 
lishing and publishing a newspaper. 
The investment which formerly 
would have launched a daily paper 
in Chicago or New York now ha nil v 
suffices for Kalamazoo, and operat- 
ing costs nre so high that a paper 
BtUt win every substantial support 
or lose a lot of money.

SUPPLY GUARDS FOR SHSPS 

In order to supply n sufficient 
number of men to furnish naval 
armed g» »>•.!« f...r the Ameriiai! 
transports which are conveying 
L'nited StnteH soldiers to France 
nnd for the protection of American 
merchant vessels, additional men 
are needed in the Nnvy.

AMERICAN ENGINEERS IN-

The Corps of Engineers of Amer- 
ican Army since April has not only 
been -supplying the Engineer equip- 
ment for more than 1,000,000 men, 
hnt the members of the railway 
section have undertaken to trans 
port nnd install and put in opera 
tion overseas a complete railway 
equipment. 

The cost of materials ordered to 
date is approiimately $70,000,000, 
including some hundreds of loco- 
motives, more than 100,000 tons of 
steel rails, more than 3,000 com- 
plete turnouts, 500,000 ties, 12,000 
freight cars, 000 fill and ballast 
Mm, 000 miles of telephone wire 
and apparatus, and vast quantities 
of construction and repair esnip 
ment . 

A duty imposed upon the engi- 
neers has been the purchase of the 
Tieeosnry Engineer equipment for 
more than 1,000,000 men. Within 
15 days after the Engineer Corps, 
following the declaration of war.

total of 8,700,000 articles, includ- 
ing aiming oiher items 5 miies of 
pontoon bridges. 

The Engineer, hr.ve also uiider- 
ijik'en thp wofk r\t organizing and 
equipping troops for special ser- 
vices, such as lumber supply, road 
construction, sanitary construc- 
tion, camouflage service, gns und 
.lame service, mining work, and 
mapping.
